A  startling  series  of  events  have 
focused  in  the  public  mind  the  one 
important  question,  "Is  there  going 
to  be  a  war,  and  if  there  is,  how 
can  we  stay  out  of  it?"  College  and 
university  students,  54.3  per  cent  ot 
them,  Join  with  the  majority  of  the 
people  of  this  country  In  favoring  a 
national  referendum  before  the 
United  States  drafts  men  to  fight 
away  from  our  shores.  This  is 
pointed  out  in  tlie  latest  of  the 
coast-to-coast  studies  of  the  Student 
Opinion  Surveys  of  America,  the  na¬ 
tional  weekly  poll  of  student  thought 
of  which  The  Northwest  Missourian 
is  a  member. 

No  Draft 

However,  opposition  to  the  propo¬ 
sal  is  quite  widespread,  for  45.7  per 
cent  declared  against  the  question 
asked,  "Should  the  constitution  be 
changed  to  require  a  national  vote 
before  the  country  could  draft  men 
to  fight  overseas?"  In  the  Southern 
states  a  bare  majority,  50.9,  gave 
approval,  while  the  West  Central 
group  was  the  most  In  favor,  61.2. 

A  large  portion  of  college  stu¬ 
dents,  then,  appear  >to  agree  with 
the  administration,  which  has  token 
a  strong  negative  stand  on  war  re- 


Tho  Missourian  last  year  received 
a  "Second  Class  Honor  Rating,”  or 
a  grade  of  "Good."  A  score  sheet  has 
not  yet  been  ercelved  from  the  ACP, 
and  until  that  sheet  arrives  It  Is  Im¬ 
possible  to  determine  which  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  paper  were  criticized. 

Exactly  401  college  and  university 
newspapers  were  sent  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  Judging  and  rating,  this 
being  the  largest  number  of  en¬ 
trants  in  the  history  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Collegiate  Press’  Critical  Ser¬ 
vice.  Judges  In  the  contest  made  the 
following  general  announcements 
concerning  all  papers  in  the  con¬ 
test: 

More  Streamlining 

“The  outstanding  trend  in  college 
newspaper  make-up  this  year  is  the 
swing  toward  streamlined  headlines 
("flush  left"  or  “no  count”  heads). 
A  great  many  changed  over  to  this 
new  make-up  style  this  year,  and 
accompanied  the  change-over  with 
a.  great  deal  of  experimentation  in 
layout.  Many  of  the  streamlining 
experiments  were  poorly  done  be¬ 
cause  so  few  papers  have  the  mod¬ 
ern  type  faces  that  this  new  type  of 
layout  requires.  Generally  speak¬ 
ing,  streamlining  is  most  effective 
when  one  of  tlie  many  modern 
faces  is  used. 

"Generally  speaking,  tlie  most  un¬ 
attractive  page  in  many  of  the 
papers  was  the  editorial  page.  Too 
may  of  them  are  laid  out  with  no 
attempt  made  to  catch  and  hold 
the  interest  of  the  reader.  Chief 
weakness  was  that  editorial  head¬ 
ings  were  meaningless  labels. 

“The  sports  pages,  though  varying 
widely  in  quality,  generally  are  the 
best’  pages  in  tlie  college  newspaper. 
Make-up  ad  coverage  is  usually  well 
handled,  although  too  little  atten¬ 
tion  is  paid  to  the  intramural  and 
women’s  sports.  In  the  smaller 
papers,  many  wasted  much  valuable 
space  on  a  sports  page  nameplate." 

The  Northwest  Missourian  is  alsd 
entered  in  a  state  contest  which  will 
be  held  at  tlie  University  of  '  Mis¬ 
souri  in  Columbia  in  the  next  few 
weeks.

As  shown  by  other  opinion 
polls,  the  voters  of  the  nation — 61 
per  cent— like  the  idea  even  better 
than  the  Ludlow  resolution,  which 
would  require  a  vote  before  Con¬ 
gress  could  declare  war,  for  which 
they  have  been  polled  at  58  per  cent 
In  favor. 

Women  Against 

The  student  Survey  points  to  this 
fact:  college  men  are  as  a  whole 
against  a  referendum  by  a  small 
majority;  women  are  for  it  by  a 
large  majority. 

The  attitude  of  many  collegians 
was  neatly  phrased  by  a  Wayne 
University  student  who  said  to  the 
Interviewer  there,  “If  we  have  to 
fight  in  the  defense  of  our  country 
there  will  be  no  need  for  a  refer¬ 
endum;  if  it  Is  proposed  that  we 
Join  a  foreign  conflict,  absolutely  I" 
iThe  sentiment  against  drafting  men 
for  battlefields  abroad  evident  over 
the  country  is  closely  paralleled  In 
this  survey,  which  olearly  exposes 
the  state  of  mind  of  many  of  the 
young  people  who  hay  have  to  In- 
terupt  their  education  should  an

The  advertising  gives  much  than  is  of  profes¬ 
sional  help  hut  there  is,  in  the  April  issue,  an  ad¬ 
vertisement  which  states  “CHEWING  GUM  is  an 
aid  In  clear  thinking.”  In  reading  the  copy  of  the 
ad,  it  is  hill'd  if  one  is  trying  to  analyze  the  idea 
of  the  copy,  to  discern  whether  the  “clear  think¬ 
ing”  comes  while  you  are  chewing  or  after  you 
have  chewed  hut  the  “chewing  ...  speeds  up  cir¬ 
culation  in  the  head. . .  .you  continue  to  he  mentally 
alert.  ” 

Nevertheless,  the  idea  is  that  you  should  chew 
gum  and  the  ad  further  slates,  “There’s  a  reason, 
a  time  and  a  place  for  Shewing  Gum.”  To  this 
w.e.cry,  “  Hallelujah.”  But  you  can’t  chew  gum  and 
think  at  the  same  time  if  you  are  .constructed  like 
a  number  of  our  acquaintances,  they  have  trouble 
.enough  wilhbut  (he  gum.  You  may  be  able  to  chew 
hard  and  fast  for  a  t  ime,  throw  the  gum  away,  and 
find  that,  you  are  quite  “mentally  alert”  hut  if  you 
can  do  both  al  once,  thou  you  don’t  need  gum  (0 
help  your  mental  alertness. 

Of  course,  the  ad  was  run  by  someone  who 
wanted  to  sell  gum  and  .as  they  said,  “There’s  .  . 
a  place  for  Chewing-Gum”  so  maybe  people  won’t, 
get  the  various  places  possible  for  chewing  mixed. 
However,  “University  Research  is  Hie  basis  of  our 
advertising”  reads  tho  ad  so  you  might  conduct 
your  own  research  and  sec  how  you  and  gum  chew¬ 
ing  cooperate,  for  “clear  thinking.” 

Interior  Department  Conducts 
Survey  on  Alumni  of  Colleges 

How  do  College  students  fur.e  after  they  leave  the 
classroom?  What  statistics  are  1  Hero  to  prove  the 
validity  of  a  College  education?  Willi  plenty  of 
.critics  ready  to  scrap  a  good  .deal  of  what  we  now 
have,  Aye  find  it  necessary  to  produce  the  facts. 

The  Department  of  Interior  has  just  completed 
a  study  of  some  40,000  alumni  of  3.1  institutions  of 
higher  learning  throughout  the  United  States  who 
graduated  between  the  years  of  1928  and  1935. 

One  shaft,  at  higher  education  is  that  College 
graduates  tail  to  get  into  the  type  of  work,  for 
which  they  are  fitted.  The  study  showed,  however, 
that  men  lend  to  find  work  eventually  that  is  in 
line  with  their  training.  Women  find  their  work 
less  in  line  with  their  major  College  study. 

If  the  low  divorce  rale  among  .College  grad¬ 
uates  is  due  to  their  training,  that  alone  is  a  good 
argument  for  higher  learning.  The  alumni  rate  in 
this  study  over  the  eighl-yeitr  period  is  19  divorces 
per  lOOti  marriages.  More  College  Avpmen  than 
College  men  are  divorced.  This  is  due  to  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  College  women  to  marry  below  their  social 
and  intellectual  ley.el  after  leaving -College. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  those  graduates  came 
from  .our  .Col egos  .during  depression  limes,  00  per 
cent  of  them  have  never  suffered  unemployment. 
Graduates  of  (he  1932  class  were  out  of  .employ¬ 
ment.  for  the  longest  periods. 

The  desire  for  growth  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  over  one-half  of  both  the  men  and  -women  that 
graduated  between  1928  and  1935  continued  later 
with  graduate  study.  We  have  every  reason  lo 
believe  that  the  oilier  one-lmlf  also  were  reading 
and  studying  even  if  not  in  a  formal  way. 

Economically,  those -College  graduates  are  far 
better  off  limn  their,  high  school  chums  who  did 
not,  enroll  for  higher  learning.  I11  general  a  typical 
graduate  will  .enter  an  .occupation  paying  about 
$1,321  (median)  for  his  first  year.  After  eight 
years,  if  I10  can  reach  the  median  he  will  lie  earn¬ 
ing  over  $2,000.

Extra  Curricular  Activities 

Extra  curricular  activities  are  thqsp 
activities  carried  on  by  students  in 
connect i 01 1  with  class  room  studies 
hut  which  no  academic  credit  is 
given.  In  most  cases,  extra  curricu¬ 
lar  activities  a  re  part  impaled  in  by 
students  interested  in  the  personal 
gain  to  he  had  by  activity.  Joint 
Dewey,  thought  by  some  to  be  tho 
foremost  psychologist  of  the  present 
time,  says  t hat  we  learn  to  do  by 
doing. 

There  are  in  our  College  ;  1  total 
of  forty  organizations,  many  of 
Avliieh  are  extra-curricular.  There 
are  four  social  organizations;  with 
three  inter-social  councils;  three  re¬ 
ligions  organizations;  three  publica¬ 
tions;  five  music  organizations; 
three  athletic  organizations;  two 
pep  organizations;  the  hashslingors 
union;  find  sixteen  professional  or¬ 
ganizations.  Tf  every  one  enrolled 
iji  this  College  were  to  participate 
in  only  one  organization,  each  organ¬ 
ization  would  have  a  membership  of 
twenty-two  but  a  cheek  shows  that 
only  two  out  of  every  three  partici¬ 
pate  in  fin  organization  Avhioh  would 
reduce  each  organization  member¬ 
ship  to  fourteen.  A  furl  her  check- 
shows  llml  each  organization  does 
have  fin  average  of  twenty-two  mem¬ 
bers.  This  means  that  two  out  of 
eyel'y  three  persons  in  .our  College 
who  do  participate  in  extra  curricu¬ 
lar  activities  participate  in  more 
than  one. 

Now,  I’m  not  greatly  concerned 
about  t  hose  students  who  do  take  an 
active  part  in  several  organizations; 
but  1  am  greatly  concerned  about 
those  three-hundred  students  Avho 
apparently  do  not  know  of  these 
forty  extra-curricular  activities  in 
o.ur  College.  "What,  is  (he  reason  for 
this  lack  of  participation'?  Is  it  be¬ 
cause  they  lack  the  interest  in  activ¬ 
ity;  or  because  they  fire  not  yet;  ad¬ 
justed  to  a  major  field;  or  because 
they  have  to  Avork;  or  could  it  he  the 
attitude  taken  by  (lie  members  of 
Hie  organizaf  ions '! 

May  I  be  permitted  to  suggest 
that  the  persons  who  conducted  the 
investigation  and  found  out  that 
only  hvo  on t  of  every  three  were  in 
some  extra-curricular  activity,  con¬ 
duct  another  find  find  out  their 
reasons  why  so  many  of  our  students 
have  failed  to  become  ft  member  of 
some  extra-curricular  activity.  Then 
I  think  it  the  duly  of  the  instructors 
nnd  the  members  of  the  sixteen  pro¬ 
fessional  organizations  to  cooperate 
in  gutting  one  third  of  o.ur  College 
population  into  these  organizations.
